Bill Proposes to Pursue 
Thirsty Tourist. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, C., Dec. 4.—[Spe- 
cial. ]—The latest “ reform ”’ bill is draft- 
ed by Senator Wesley L. Jones of 
Washington and it would forbid all 
American citizens abroad and members 
of the American diplomatic and .con- 
sular services to serve liquors at pub- 
lic or official functions, or to recognize 
clubs where such beverages are dis- 
pensed. The bill also would require the 
diplomatic service to enforce this pro- 
vision. 

The measure, if enacted into law, and 
reformers expect it to be, would pre- 
vent Ambassador John W. Davis from 
belonging to or attending social gather- 
ings at the St. James club in Piccadilly, 
which is open to all members of the 
diplomatic corps. It would bar drinks 
from the table of every American am- 
bassador. It might even prohibit a 
diplomat from handing a friendly visi- 
tor a glass of wine -or beer in his 
home. 

Six Months to Six Years. 

The-proposed bill goes further than 
any suggestion heretofore made in con- 
nection with the prohibition movement. 

Drastic penalties are provided for 
infringement of the proposed law. The 
second offense would entail a-prison | 
term of from six months to six years. 
In such cases the sentence is manda- 
tory, the judge being given no discre- 
tionary powers. 

Uniawful for “ Any Citizen.” 

The binding of American diplomats 
and consular officers is made effective 
in this section: 

“That it shall be unlawful for any 

citizen of the United States or person 
owing allegiance to the United States 
to serve any of the intoxicating liquors 
mentioned here in section 1 at a: pub- 
lic or official function, or give official 
recognition to any club or association 
that-keeps or serves such liquors for 
peverage purposes. 

The beverages forbidden are de- 
scribed as inciuding “ distilled, spirit- 
yous, malt, vinous, or any intoxicating 
liquors that contain one-half of 1 per 
cent, or more, of alcohol by volume, 
by whatever name they may be called.” 

Some members of congress and gov- 
ernment officials in touch with diplo- 
matic and consular affairs have com- 
mented with disfavor on the proposed 
pill, it was said today.

THE TOMPKINS GANG. 

The November grand jury yesterday 
révoted true bills charging burglary 
and larceny against Edward Tompkins, 
Myrtle Tompkins, Ione Malone, and 
James Harper after yebuking* the 
state’s attorney’s office fér what it 


termed an “pulrage on. the rights of 


the people.” 

The quartet had been placed on pro- 
batio nlast Tuesday by Judge George 
Kersten after eight out of nie indict- 
ments against’them had been dismissed 
with the consent of Assistant State’s 
Attorney John M. Lowery. Nine vic- 
tims had appeared in court and char 
that there were more than thirty om 
plainta against the defendants. 

Makes Protest. 

In revoting the indictments the grand 
jury commented as follows in its re- 
port: 

“We respectfully protest in the 
name of the people of Illinois against 
this apparent miscarriage of criminal 
justice. In this epnnection we avail 
ourselves of our rights as citizens un- 
der a representative government to re- 
cord our indignation and disgust that 
any - duly elected public prosecutor 
should be a party to any such outrage 
on the rights of the people and the 
state. 

“We have again voted true bDilis in 
all those cases where this action is 
legally possible under the instructions 
of the court. We enter a solemn warn- 
ing against any repetition of such pro- 
cedure.” 

One Victim's Story. 

The Tompkins burglar band, as it 
was called, operated chiefly on the 
north side, many of the victims be- 
ing residents of Rogers*Park. Among 
them is Fred P. Choate of 7717 Sheri- 
dan read, manager of the automobile 
department of Sears, Roebuck & Co. 

“As one of the victims I went toe 

the grand jury twice,” said Mr, Choate. 
First I went alone. I didn’t get in. 
I was as welcome as a rain storm at 
a lawn party.

DEATH PENALTY 
FOR TRAITORS, 
FEIN SAYS 


Irish Peace Rumors Are 
Rife in London. 


BELFAST, Ireland, Dec. 4.—The 
Sinn Fein has circulated a proclama- 
tion throughout the west and south 
of Ireland declaring that those guilty 
of “treasonable conspiracy,” will be 
executed as traitors to the Irish repub- 
lic. The proclamation reads: 

“ Whereas the Irish republic has de- 
clared war on England, we hereby 
give notice that any one guilty of trea- 
‘sonable conspiracy will be shot with- 
out warning as a traitor to the re- 
public.” 

Another warning has been issued 
from the “Irish Republican army 
brigade headquarters in Belfast.” It 
says: 

“Notice is hereby given that any 
persons who enlist in, or give any 
assistance whatever to the special con- is 
stable force at present being organized | 
by the enemy will be regarded as) 

traitors to the republic and will be 
treated accordingly.”

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The rumors which 
have been current during the past few 
days of new moves to bring about 
peace in Ireland have now developed 
into the suggestion that Lloyd George 
has been secking to open direct nego- 
tiations with Arthur Griffith. It is 
being stated today that no less than 
three weeks ago the prime minister got 
into touch with the Sinn Fein leade 
and that everything was ready for the 
latter’s visit to Downing street. There, 
according to the story, Dublin Castle, 
or some of Lioyd George’s Tory col- 
leagues, got wind of these secret pour: 
parlers, and Arthur Griffith was 
promptly arrested in order to make it 
impossible for the premier to carry on 
with his plan.

To Embarrass Premier. 


As a matter of fact information ob- 
tained from well qualified sources indi- 
cates that the majority of the recent 
reports of “peace negotiations’”’ had 
their origin in quarters where there 
was less expectation of any success in 
these alieged new moves than the hope 
of embarrassing the government by 
creating an atmosphere of suspicion 
and doubt regarding the continuance 
of, its firm policy. 

Lieyd George's speech last night at 
‘the Constitutional club @id.not com- 
pletely satisfy some of the extreme 
Tories in the coalition. There was gen- 
eral approval of what he said about 
the determination of the government to 
stamp out murder and intimidation in 
Ireland, but his reference to the cour- 
age that was needed to concede and 
cohciliate when the terror was broken 
evoked some questionings. 

Weaken Crown Forces. 


The Morning Post speaks of the 
rumors that he is contemplating a more 
conciliatory policy, and says they have 
the @ffect of heartening the rebels and 
weakening the hands of the representa- 
tives of the crown in Ireland. While 
this is admitted in most quarters, it is 
still felt that the prime minister is 
right in looking for avenues leading to 
a settlement once the terror which 
prevents moderate opinion in Ireland 
from making its due influence felt is 
broken. 

Of all recent rumors of new moves, 
that which is believed to have the 
most foundation is connected with the 
unofficial commission which Lloyd 
' George is said to have intrusted to 

Arthur Henderson. Various reports 

are rife already respecting the line

providing protection for minorities, and

Turns Jeers Into Cheers

SHIP CAPACITY 
ONLY LIMIT TO 
IMMIGRATION 


PARIS, Dec. 4.—[ By the Associated 
Press.]}—-Emigration from Europe _ to 
the United States in the next few 
years will be limited only by - the 
availability of shipping facilities or 
restrictive legislation, said Dr. Rupert 
Blue, former surgeor general of the 
United States public health service, on 
returning to Paris today from an in- 
spection. trip. 

He is in charge of the medical ex- 
anathation: of emigrants by American 
doctors in ajl the principal European 
ports. The doctors’ reports, Dr. Blue 
asserted, show reservations which ex- 
tend over a period of several Years. 
Dr. Blue said the great increase in 
emigration was due mainly to misery 
in the home districts of the emigrants. 

“There are many fine, healthy 
young, former sojdiers among the ermi- 
grants,” Dr. Bl continued, “but the 
women and children are in miserable 
health as a result of privations. This 
impression is universally true, but ap- 
plies particularly to the Italians, Rou- 
manians, Czechs, Serbs, Croats and 
Poles. The emigrants from the Scan- 
dinavian countries and Spain are quite 
good. The percentage of old men and 
women is much lower than before the

His View of Communism, 

Lenin, on the other hand, whose 
frankness must at times leave his dis- 
ciples breathless, has recently stripped 
off the last pretense that the Russian, 
revolution is anything moré than the 
inauguration of an age of limifless ex- 
periment. ‘“ Those who are engaged 
in the -fermidable task of oVercoming| 
capitalism,” he has recently written, 
“ must be prepared to try method after 
method until they find the one which 
answers their purpose best.” 

We opened our talk with a discus- 
sion of the future of the great towns 
under communism. I wanted to see 


how far Lenin contemplated the dy-; 


ing out of the towns.in Russia. The 
desolation of Petersburg had brought 


_| home to me a point I had never real- 


ized before—that the whole form and 
arrangement of a town is determined 
by shopping and marketing and that 
the abolition of these things renders 
nine-tenths of the buildings in an ordi- 
nary town directly or indirectly un- 
gneaning and useless. “The towns will 
get very much smaller,” he admitted. 
“They will be different—yes, quite dif- 
ferent.” That, I suggested, implied a 
tremendous task. 

| Scrapping of Towns. 

It me@nt the scrapping of the exist- 
ing towns and their ‘replacement.. The 
churches and great buildings of Pe- 
tershburg would become presently like 
} those of Novgorod the Great or like 
the temples of Paestum. Most of the 
town would dissolve away, He agreed 
quite cheerfully. I think it warmed 
his heart to find s@e one who under- 
stood a necessary consequence of col- 
léctivism that many even of his own 
people fail t6 grasp. Russia has to be 
rebuilt, fundamentally has to become 
a new thing. 

And industry has to be reconstructed 
—as fundamentally? 

Did I r€alize what was already in 
hand with Russia? The electrification 
of Russia? 

Project Shows Courage. 
For Lenin; who, like a good ortho- 


dox Marxist, denounces all “ Utopians,” | 


has succumbed at last to a Utopia, 
the Utopia of the electricians. He is 
throwing all his weight into a scheme 
for the development of great . power 
stations in Russia to serve whole prdv- 


districts, he said, had already been elec- 
trified. 

Can one imagine a more courageous 
project in a vast flat land of forests 
and illiterate peasants, with no water 
power, with no technical skill availa- 
ble, and with trade and industry at 
their last gasp? Projects for such an 
electrification are in process of devel- 
opment in Holland, and they have been 
discussed in England, and in those 
densely populated and industrially 
highly developed centers one can imag- 
ine them as successful, economical, 
and altogether beneficial. But their 
application to Russia is an altogether 
greater strain upon the constructive 
4magination. 

I cannot see anything of the sort 
happening in this dark crystal of Rus- 
sia, but this little man at the Kremlin 
can; he sees the decaying railways re- 
placed by a new electric transport, 
sees ew roadways spreading through- 
out the land, sees a new and happier 
communist industrialism airsing again. 
While I talked to him he almost per- 
suaded me to sharé his vision. 

“And you will £0 on to these things 
with the peasants rodted in you soil? ” 

But not only are the towns to be re- 
built but every agricultural landmark 
is to go. 


Hopeful of Agriculture. 

“Even now,” said Lenin, “ all the ag- 
ricultural production of Fagard is not 
peasant production. e@ have, in 
places, large scale agriculture. The 
government is already running big es- 
tates with workers instead of peas- 
ants, where conditions are favorable. 
That can spread. It can be extended 
first to one province, then to another 
The peasants in the. other provinces, 
selfish and illiterate, will- not know 
what is happening until their turn 
comes.” 

It may be dificult. to defeat the Ruis- 
sian peasant en masse, but in detail 
there is no difficulty at all.” At the 
mention of the peasant Lenin's head 
came nearer to mine, his manner be- 
came confidential. As if, after all, 
the peasant might overhear. 

It is not only the material organiza- 

on of society you have to build, I 
argued; it is the mentality of a whole 
people. The Russian people are by 
habit and tradition traders and-indi- 
vidualists; their very souls must be 
remolded if this new world is to be 
achieved. Lenin asked me what I had 
seen of the educational work afoot. 
I praisedsome of the things I had seen. 
He nodded. and smiled with pleasure. 
He has an unlimited confidence in his 
work. 

“But these are only sketches and 
beginnings,” I said. 

“Come back and see what we have 
done in Russia fn ten years’ time,” he 
answered. 


Amazing Little ‘Man. 


In him E realized that communism 
could after all, in spite af Marx, be 
enormously creative.

He wanted more of my Russian im- 
pressions. I told him that I thought 
that in many directions, and more par- 
ticularly in the Petersburg commune, 
communism was pressing too hard and 
too fast, and destroying before it was’ 
ready to rebuild. They had broken 
down trading before they were ready 
to ration; the codperative organization 
had been broken up inatead of being 
utilized, and so on. 

That brought us to our essential dif- 
ference—the difference of the Cdllec- 
tivist and Marxist—the question 
whether the sociar revolution is in its 
extremity necessary; whether it is 
necessary to overthrow one social and 
economic system completely before the 
new one can begin.. 

ould Civilize Capital. 

I believe that through a vast sus- 
tained educational campaign the exist- 
ing capitalist system could be civilized 
into a collectivist world system; Lenin, 
on the other hand, tied himself years 
ago to the Marxist dogmas of the in- 
evitable class war, the downfall of capi- 
talist order as a prelude to reconstruc- 
tion, the proletariat dictatorship, and 
so forth. 

He had to argue, therefore, that 
modern capitalism is incurably preda- 
tory, wasteful, and unteachable, and 
that until it is destroyed it will con- 
tinue to exploit the human heritage 
stupidly and aimlessly, that it will ight

Caught by New Disaster. 

“During the last few years these 
people have suffered untold hardships 
ana losses, and now at the beginning 
of the winter, when it was hoped these 
burdens would be lightened, another 
great disaster has. overtaken them. 
Through the activities of their enemies 
on all sides—Turkish nationalists, 
Kurds, and‘ bolshevists—the Armenian 
republic has been overrun and thou- 
sands of people who had hegun ta re- 
habilitate themselves have been driven 
from their homes. Recent cables state 
‘that the roads to Batum are jammed 
with refugees, women and children 
shoeless and without fgod. Large num- 
bers of refugees are also appearing at 
Tiflis, Aleppo, and other centers in the 
near east. At least a million people 
will be in immediate danger of starva- 
‘tion unless aid is again sent to them. 

“Relief work in this section of the 
world is entirely under the direction 


of Near East Relief, incorporated by 
congress. Since this organization was 
formed it has raised and disbursed with 
great economy and efficiency more than 
$A 000,000 in cash. It has commissioned 
mote than a thousand worker#6f whom 
more than 500 are now in the near east, 
administering 229 orphanages, 63 ‘hos- 
pitals, 11 rescue homes, and numerous 
industrial enterprises in addition to an 
enormous relief work.

“The 110,000 orphans who are now 
being cared for by Near East Relief 
and wholly dependent upon it for all 
the necessities of life, wid furnish the 
future leadership of the near east. We 
dare not let them perish now.”

‘ the multitude would interrupt its song! 
+ “§peech! Speech! Monsieur Simoulin is here! 
’ A speech from the master!” “Our poet” 
would-mount the dais of the conductor to 
the applause of the people and amid the 
waving of flags; and soon women and men 
would be sobbing in pathos or cheering with 
intoxication, according as the masterly dis- 
penser of patriotic thrills had, chosen. 

At times, Monsieur Simoulin would stand 
on the platform silently, with arms folded, 
like a Napoleon surveying a field of vic. 
tory. At others he would rant and rave like 
a Danton inveighing against the enemies of 
the country. The great heroes of France 
passed by in review in the orator’s imagina- 
tive picturing, and*with each one of them 
" Monsieur Simoulin seemed to identify him- 
self. Swelling with the pride of greatness, 
he would prophesy victory with the assur- 
ance of the strategist or the conviction of 
the saint. No one could surpass him in de- 
scribing the horror to which Belgium and 
France were being subjected by the unjust 
aggression of the Germans. 

So things went on for two or three weeks. 
And evén then Monsieur Simoulin did not 

‘lose courage. “This talk of German. vie- 
tories is only an invention of the enemy 
to deceive themselves. Tomorrow the truth 
will bring them to their senses.” 

But the truth on the morrow brought 
the Germans themselves. They were ap- 
proaching the Flemish toyn of xX—. Many 
of the townspeople had long before taken 
to flight, and more than one friend had sug- 
gested to “our poet” the wisdom of going 
on to Paris,,where the French government 
needel the services of - the nation’s most 
brilliant men. 

“Let the enemy cume on,” Monsieur Sim- 
olin’ had thundered from the dais on the 
band stapd. “They will find me waiting 
‘for them here.” 

His-sons had all enlisted, and Madame 
Simoulin had gone with her daughters-in- 
law to a town in southern Franc The poet 
was alone, and ready for any act of heroism. 

“And they'll find me here, too,’”” Comman- 
fant Pierrefonds had echoed.

However, with the army of a nation nurt- 
ling back upon the Marne, the minister of 
war did not find fime te order Pierrefonds 
back from his advanced post at X—.

“civic heroistn and military Valor”; and, 
needless to say, from the very_first words 
of the orator, military valor came out sec- 
ond best in the argument.

We were about to 
Start on the deadly march into exile. The 
cry I uttered was something superior to 
my wi, for my will would have counseled 


prudence. But, as you see, when civic hero- 
ism is awaken in &@ man it knows no 
danger. I shouted, ‘Down with the kaiser! 


Death to the invader.” And this man, tl.is 
warrior, the hero of a hundred battles, per- 
haps because he had a clearer vision of real- 
ity than I, seized my hands beseechine'ly: 
heaven's sake, master, what are you 
thinking of? Do you want to get us all 
shot? Please, master, be calm,’ “My dear 
comrade here cannot have fdérgotten his 
emotions at that moment. As a soldier of 
unquestioned heroism, he will doubtless ad- 
mit, with no sign of shame, that at&thit in- 
Stant, and perhaps for the first time in his 
whole life, he knew what fear was like.” 

The Commandant Pierrefonds was unable 
to say a word. A round of handé@clapping 
broke in upon the poet’s peroration. And 
as Monsieur Simoulin sat down the guests 
all erowded in his direction to shake his 
hand in sincere admiration for his nafve 
straightforward eloquence. The speaker sat 
there fanning himself, perspiring with emo- 
tion and fatigue. 

Pierrefonds hesitated a moment.

It chanced faat a German 
professor, who had once written a doctor's 
dissertation on the “ History, Evolution and 
Present Dissemination of the Flemish 
Breakfast Rojl, in Ite Relation to the Socio- 
logical, Economic and Politiea} Conditions in 
the town of X—” fin preparation of which 
he had had references to the “ prefound 
erudition and comsiderate courtesy of 
learned friend, Monsieur Simoulin, directer 
of the National Library Museum ”], noticed 
“our poet’s” mame on the list of prisoners.

The train from the north, if T have my 
directions correctly, passes under a viaduct 
which supports the trains from the east.

EW YORK. — | [Special Corre- 
spondence.]—Henry Ford wants 
all the Jews in America to go 
back to where they came from.

Second best music is rather dull, and 
third best atrocious, But they both 
flourish. luxuriantly in New York con- 
cert halls with the shekels of the Amer-

I should say that it is nothing to be 
proud of that Chicago starves all but 
the finest music and musictans. It in- 
dicates a weak appetite. New York’s 


is robust. So far this season a stifling 
quantity of music has been crammed 
down its capacious musical maw-—#0 
per cent of it second rate stuff—and 
the maw is dripping for more.

Apropos of the object of the ball, 
the statistics on our national child- 
birth rate are rather startling. 
The monthly death rate of chil- 
dren under one year and mothers 
in childbirth is over 20,000. The an- 
nual rate is 268,000. Most of these are 
preventable deaths. We stand four- 
teenth among civilized nations in the 
matter of scientifically handled births.

In great’ financial operat 
too much money paid out 
sions and underwriting profit.

The 
which keeps its expenses the lowest and 
is satisfied with the smallest profit will 
get the business. 

But if some great corporation wishes 
to float a $20,000,000 bond issue there are 
only two or three banking houses able 
to handle the deal, and the heads of 
these two or three all know each other 
and have some sort of a “ gentleman's 
agreement.’’ The result is there will be 
no competition for the $20,000,000 bond 
issue and the great corporation may pay 
an excegsive price to get its bonds in 
the hands of investors; and note that 
while it is the corporation that pays over 
the big underwriting profit it is the in- 
vestor who ultimately foots the bill. 

There is no sound reason for such leak- 
age in great financial operations. If @ 
financially ‘strong corporation, like the 
Pennsylvania railway, wishes to sell 
bonis to buy equipment it ought to be 
able to distribute them “ over the coun- 
ter” to investors and thus eliminate the 
big profit which now goes to some great 
banking house in New York. 

There are situations, of cour», where 
the credit of a great banking house is 
necessary to carry through a difficult 


financial operation and, in such case it) 


is just and fair that the house should 
have a reasonable profit. But the great 
niajority of large financial deals really 
require no other credit than that of the 
corporations directly interested.
